From Missoula, we continued 
on down to Hamilton, Montana, 
w here I was born . . . not on this 
trip, however, but several years 
ago. Here we stayed w ith old 
friends of the fam ily and the next 
m orning 
continued 
on 
south 
through the B itterroot Valley to 
Medicine Hot Springs, a resort 
operated by my uncle. We had a 
sw im in the big indoor mineral- 
w ater pool there, enjoyed a din­ 
ner with my cousins, and endured 
a terrific hail-storm . From here 
we had planned to back-track to 
Hamilton and to take the Skalk- 
aho Pass road across east to Ana­ 
conda. But my relatives insisted 
I should go directly east from 
there and cross to Butte, thus 
saving about 29 miles. So, reluct­ 
antly I followed their well-meant 
advice. The road across via the 
Big 
Hole 
Battlefield 
National 
Monument to Wisdom was the 
worst we encountered on our en­ 
tire trip. We may have saved a 
few miles, but we lost about four 
hours of driving time and as 
m any days of w ear and tear on 
the car! The moral? Don’t be in­ 
fluenced by your relatives, or why 
did I go this way? 
Eventually reaching Butte, dir­ 
ty and much shaken up, we cut 
south and east to the west en­ 
trance of Yellowstone, 
getting 
through the gates about five min­ 
utes before closing time. Once in­ 
side the park, we drove on a few 
miles, dead tired after our '“or­ 
deal” of the short-cut, we pulled 
off an old road by the Firehole 
River and camped out. Neither 
of us awakened until the sun was 
quite high and warm. In camp­ 
ing out, we adopted a routine that 
saved time and effort. Jim , since 
he had no air-m attress, got the 
folding cot, w hich he always sets 
up near the car and slept in his 
sleeping-bag. I, with an air-m at­ 
tress, kept it inflated the whole 
trip (much to Penny's delight, 
for she loved to sleep on it as we 
drove). W henever w e camped, I 
m erely moved luggage and other 
item s to one side of the back of 
the station wagon, spread out the 
m attress, added my sleeping-bag 
on top, plus a pillow, and I was 
all set.

At Old F aith­ 
ful we got there in tim e for the 
eruption but w ere much too near 
to get good shots of it. We would 
retu rn and photograph it from a 
distance. 
On to the thum b on Yellow­ 
stone lake. H ere a rather amus­ 
ing thing happened. I spied a 
peninsula with a pine on its tip 
ju ttin g out into the lake. So we 
stopped to film it. Nearby was a 
sm all seyser, bubbling silenlty. I 
was just on the point of asking 
Jim to seat him self on its edge 
for a picture when all of a sud­ 
den: SWOOSH! It erupted! We 
both had to run a few yards to 
escape the show er of hot water.

Upon arriving at Flagstaff, al­ 
ways a busy bustling town, I 
found the place all torn up and 
in confusion w ith street paving 
and putting in parking m eters. 
It is alw ays interesting to spend 
tim e in Flagstaff, but this was not 
the time to linger. The shops, as 
usual, were flashy with Indian 
jew elry. 
T he 
Indians 
them ­ 
selves, in th e ir colorful costumes 
overlaid w ith gorgeous jew elery, 
were peddling their handiw ork on 
the streets. The air at Flagstaff 
is clean and bracing, being at 
about 7000 ft. elevation and su r­ 
rounded 
by 
pine forests. 
The 
Museum of N orthern Arizona, a 
few miles out of Flagstaff, is con­ 
sidered a m odel of perfection, 
and, if one is interested in Indian 
art and lore, it should not be 
missed. 
On and o u t of Flagstaff, the 
highway, a fte r passing through 
pine 
forests, 
reaches 
desert 
country 
again 
and 
continues 
through som e of the most barren 
terrain im aginable. Outcroppings 
of volcanic rock here and there 
w ith the black boulders scattered 
over the countryside m akes a 
desolate picture. 
To the north, 
and continuing up into Utah on 
into New M exico lies the great 
Navajo 
Indian 
reservation 
of 
15,500,000 acres. 
I have spent 
parts of two sum m ers deep in the 
heart of this reservation, and so 
the Indians, seen along the high­ 
way in their wagons and on thejr 
horses going to and from their 
trading posts or just out for fun, 
alw ays m ake me happy. 
They 
like their spacious 
land, 
scat­ 
tered hogans, big herds of sheep 
and their religious dances. They 
are the m ost independent, self­ 
sufficient, intelligent, and hand­ 
some Indians w e have anyw here. 


THEIR TRIBE has been in ­ 
creasing rapidly in population, 
w hereas o th er tribes have de­ 
creased. W hen I was here last 
the population was 50,000. W hen 
the Navajo Indians w ere first put 
on this reservation by the govern­ 
m ent, there w ere only 8000 of 
them. 
Now 
the population 
is 
70,000. 
This sum m er, I under­ 


countered a snow storm near Red 
Bluff, Calif., last week. 
M any of th e local boys have 
anticipated th e opening of dove 
eason Septem ber 1, but w hat luck 
they have rem ains to be seen.

that thousands of acres are w o rth ­ 
less, and all the while the popu­ 
lation has increased. This m oney 
w ill be spent 
for health and 
school facilities, several irrigation 
projects, reduction of silt deposits 
in the Colorado R iver reservoirs, 
reclam ation of dam aged land, etc. 
The governm ent figures that in 
the long run it will cost less, if 
the N avajos can be helped to the 
point w here they can take care 
of them selves. 
The N avajos live in hogans 
scattered about the reservation 
but never crow ded together in 
villages as do so m any of the 
Pueblo Indians. 
A hogan is a 
round, bee-hive-shaped hut u su ­ 
ally m ade of logs and adobe m ud, 
and is quite invisible in the lan d ­ 
scape, unless sm oke is coming out 
of the hole at the top, w hich 
serves for ventilation as well as 
a chim ney. The one door is a l­ 
ways placed east, tow ard the ris­ 
ing sun. W hen you see a N avajo 
hogan, you can depend on know ­ 
ing your directions. 
These In ­ 
dians b arter at the trading posts, 
scattered throughout the reserva­ 
tion and along the highway, for 
food and supplies, leaving their 
sheep, rugs, or jew elery in return 
for 
necessities. 
T heir hank 
is 
their silver, turquoise, coral, and 
w am pum jew elery which is w orn 
all 
the 
tim e 
w hether 
herding 
sheep or participating in a relig­ 
ious cerem ony.

August 17—It doesn’t seem pos­ 
sible that our luck could hold 
out, but it has. Today is clear. 
We took off at 9:30 this morning 
[from the Nome airport, where 
our plane had put down yester­ 
day. The plane followed around 
the edge of the Seward peninsula 
and for some little distance along 
the narrowest part of the Bering 
Straits we could very plainly see 
the coast of Siberia, without the 
use of binoculars. 
South of Big Diomede Island, 
which belongs to Russia, and Lit­ 
tle Diomede 
Island, 
which be­ 
longs to the United States, the 
pilot crossed over the 
interna­ 
tional date line and for a short 
time we were flying over Rus­ 
sian waters. Before we came to 
the Diomedes, he turned west and 
we were west of the Little Dio­ 
mede when we passed them. We 
didn't want 
Uncle Joe’s men 
sending up some planes to force 
us to land on Russian soil. Rus­ 
sia has an airbase on her island 
but ours is inhabited by only a 
few natives. By the way, three 
days before we arrived in Nome, 
a party of Siberian natives had 
left in their little boats, after a 
visit with the natives in Nome. 
Flying over the Bering Straits 
we were farther west than Ha­ 
waii and almost as far west as 
Midway Island. 


wonder who would be under the 
same conditions. 
The Natives of Alaska, Indians 
and Eskimos, are not wards of 
the government as are our Indians 
in the States. When Russia deed­ 
ed the territory to the United 
States, it was stated on the deed 
that the natives should have the 
full privileges of citizenship. Thus 
they can purchase all the liquor 
they want at any place where it 
is on sale. The white people of 
Alaska did not divulge this pro­ 
vision to the natives: but a law­ 
yer, who certainly did not have 
their interest in heart, did. 
All the men at Kotzebue were 
busily engaged in unloading a 
large freighter which was an­ 
chored about 12 miles out in the 
Arctic 
ocean. 
This 
ship 
had 
brought the winter’s supplies for 
the little settlement and was the 
last ship expected until the fol­ 
lowing spring. Supplies were be­ 
ing stored in two large ware­ 
houses.

ARCTIC CIRCLE 


The pilot gave us a little bump 
when we crossed over the Arctic 
Circle near the north tip of Se­ 
ward peninsula as we entered 
Kotzebue Sound, a part of the 
A r c t i c ocean. 
Shortly 
after­ 
ward we landed at the little Vil­ 
lage of Kotzebue. There is a gov­ 
ernment radio station and hospi­ 
tal 
at 
Kotzebue. 
The 
village 
is inhabited largely by Eskimos, 
whose miserable little homes, or 
tents, line the waterfront with 
their dogs staked in front along 
the beach with possibly a dog sled 
or boat, also. 
The Eskimos are members of 
the yellow race while all other 
natives are members of the red 
race, as are our Indians. They 
are very oriental looking, friend­ 
ly, and many of the women good 
looking. The women and girls 
wear on the 
outside 
of their 
other clothing, bright calico print 
dresses, made perfectly straight 
from the shoulder with a full ruf­ 
fle 
about 
eight 
inches 
deep 
stitched around the bottom. There 
is always a bit of fur around the 
head piece which is attached to 
the dress. Unlike the Indians, 
they were willing to have their 
pictures taken, and smiled and 
said, “hello,” when they met us. 
They were not very clean, but I 


telling everyone to call us if ever 
they saw the Aurora Borealis and 
I had been hoping we would see 
it on the night trip back to Fair­ 
banks from Kotzebue. 
The orange sun streaked the 
sky with crimson and the whole 
western horizon was aglow as the 
sun sank in the west. I looked 
at my watch as the sun dropped 
below the horizon. It was 8:12. 
The glow remained and was still 
there, but not so high, 
when 
about 11 o’clock the pilot sent 
back word 
that the northern 
lights 
were 
appearing in the 
north for the first time since 
June. We watched through our 
windows and each of us had 
the opportunity to go up front and 
look. When we climbed out of 
the plane at Fairbanks, the lights 
were putting on a magnificent 
display across the entire northern 
sky. They reminded me of rip­ 
pling theatre curtains of light with 
the hem of the curtain a brilliant 
color and the remainder white. 
Seeing the shoreline of Russia 
as we did and the gorgeous sun­ 
set combined with the display of 
northern lights has made this trip 
worth, to me, all it has cost.
